Tbe use of salt as a condiment is so 


general aud so universally believed in is 
necessary that we rarely hear a word 
aga'Mt its excessive use but there ire a 
multitude of persons who eat far too much 
salt; eat it on everything—on meat, fi->b, 
turnips, potatoes, melons, iu butter, on 
tcmato'S and squashes, iu biead and on a 
host of foods too numerbua to men'ion. 
To so great au extent it is used that no 
food is relished which 1m not a sa'ty 
taste and this hi lea more or less the real 
taste, which is very often delicate. 


Ni.w the amount of talt required iu the 


system is comparatively sin ill, and if tbe 
diet has been rightly compounded, 
very 


little is tecessary. Some go as far as to 
discard its use altogether, but wbe her 
th's is wise or not wa will uot here coosid- 


What are some of the evils of tbe ex- 


cessive use of salt? They are to paralyze 


i he nerves of tiute, or to pervert them so 
that they cannot enjoy anything which has 
uot a salty fla»or, and in addition there is 
a direct tax of both the skin and ki:lneys 
in removing it from tbe blood. 
Whether 


the skin is h&rmed by this tax we do not 
know. Possibly it is greatly injured, yet 
wi; know that few people possess a 
hea'thy skin; hut it M pretty well settled 
tint an excessive me of silt dues evertax 
the kidneys in its removal, and that the 
great number of cases of derangcmnu 
and disease of these organs is due to thii 
use.

PAPER HORSESHOES 


Ike E.aie«i Thing* In TUU Line 
Being introduced Into Tliin Coun- 
iry 
Paper !:prs°shoes are 
DOW being used 


by some of the Chicago blacksmiths. Tbe 
horse sboers themselves are not responsi- 
ble for the innovation, but it u due to 
some of tbe owner* of fine horseflesh, who 
supply the paper shoes to the farriers, who 
fast u them to the uorst's haots w th iihils 
in the tuual manner. The horseshoes are 
made of piper impregnated with oil or 
tnrpeiitine to make them waterproof. The 
sboes are the invention of a German. 
They are now being made, however, by an 
Eastern firm, which is Hading a ready sale 
f T them among tbe owners of fine horse 
flesh. After being sa'urated with oil or 
turpentine tbe paper is glu d together iu 
thin layers [with a cement which does not 
become biittlt) wheu drying,"being a mix- 
ture of Venetian turpentine, powdered 
chalk, linseed oil and lacquer. 
The holes 


through which the nails are driven to 
fasten the sboes to tilt; hoof are s'.amped 
through the paper when moist. Then the 
shoe is placed under a hydraulic press aud 
subjected to a strong pressure. 


When fitting the sho< to the hoof it can 


be filed or planed to lit as snugly as m»y 
be necessary. Tbe shoe» made of payer 
are said to be stronger anil better than 
those made of iron.
